“Many years ago, before wha 


t is now W. Va. was crossed by 


the railroads, the mails were carried on a score or more of routes 


by the old and well-known stage 
Bro. They had many horses and® 
coaches and were kept busy sup- 
plying transportation to those 
who needed it. 

“Jim Trotter was, in common 
parlance, a wicked sinner. He 
was known far and wide for 
both his temper and profanity. 
He was quick to anger, and his 
temper got him into numerous 
difficulties. However, he was a 
strong man and was well able to 
take care of himself. 

“Albert Trotter, the brother was 
a devout Presbyterian, a meek 
ard mild man.

Biggest Day Ever Ai 
Madison Post Office 


Toiling workers at the Madison 
post office had their busiest day 
Saturday, May 29, when the new 
Wisconsin centennial postage 
stamps were bought up by hun- 
dreds of first day philatelists, 


Madison was the only place 
selling those stamps in the United 
States—it had been arranged that 
way as part of the Statehood cele- 
bration, Consequently, those col- 
lectors to whom first day covers 
mean everything had besieged the 
city with requests; . 

The post office had two million 
of the stamps when it opened for 
business Saturday morning. By 
midafternoon, 1,600,000 of them 
were gone. 

Half a million first day covers 
were sent out. Requests for them 
came from all parts of the United 
States and from foreign lands. 

One hundred extra workers 
were added to the post office staff 
for the occasion. 

In a special ceremony in Capi- 
tol square, the first 50 stamp 
pane of the new issue was pre- 
sented to Gov. Rennebohm by Jo- 
seph J. Lawler, third assistant 
postmaster general. The stamps, 
encased in a folder; will be kept 
by Rennebohm as long as he is in 
office and then will go to the State 
Historical society. 

The stamp was the second issue 
to honor the’state, The first, print- 
ed in 1934, commemorated the 
300th anniversary of the landing 
of Jean Nicolet, French explorer, 
on the shores of Green bay.

And for three solid days and nights these members enjoyed a hos- 
pitality which only Cubans know how to extend. 

Business sessions were held in the luxurious, air-conditioned 





conference amphitheater-hall of® 


the Sugar Palace, which is in 
fact a smaller version of the Sen- 
ate chamber in the Washington 
capitol. The welcome address was 
ruade in English and Spanish by 
his Excellency Dr, Jose Augustin 
Martinez. Minister of State for 
the Republic of Cuba, who ad- 
mitted not only to being a stamp 
collector, but who paid great trib- 
ute to philately’s ability to de- 
velop friendship and internation- 
al understanding. 

All business of the convention 
was transacted as quickly as pos- 
sible at two sessions. Reports in- 
dicated that problems which de- 
layed publication of Vol. II of 
the American Air Mail Catalogue 
had finally been surmounted. 

Albert F. Kunze, director of the 
Pan American Union Stamp Di- 
vision, announced that he was 
undertaking the formation of a 
special information bureau 
through which data about Latin 
American stamps would be chan- 
nelled through the Union by the 
help of collector-specialists in all 
countries and named Dr. Clarence 
Hennan as one member who has 
been invited to serve on the hon- 
orary committee. 

Ernest A. Kehr stated that the 
Society’s cooperation with the 
Atlas Sky Merchant in the dis- 
tribution of covers as gifts to do- 
nors to the Damon Runyon Mem- 
orial Cancer Fund had realized 
about $20,000. Dr. M. O. Warns 
and Claude Degler, president and 
secretary of the AAMS stated that 
after a quarter of a century the 
society had made _ stupendous 
progress and that during the past 
year it has had unusually pheno- 
menal success. A sample of its 
progress was the 72-page Airpost 
Journal issued for the convention 
and which was printed in Spanish 
and English. 

At a special reception given by 
Dr. Jose Ramon Gutierrez, Di- 
rector of Communications (Post- 
master General) each member of 
the society was given a special 
presentation booklet containing 
mint copies of all Cuban stamps 
through the courtesy of the Cu- 
ban Post Office.

This was perhaps the most com- 
prehensive set stock in this coun- 
try. 

Also taken from the safes was a 
complete stock of Souvenir and 
Miniature Sheets of the World. 
also a complete Packet stock of 
the world, In addition, 12 large, 
tall, heavy, Yvert and _ Tellier 
Stock Books were taken, which 
among many other countries, 
contained stamps of Argentina, 


Belgium, Bolivia, Brazil, Canal 
Zone. Congo, Danzi France 
and French Colonies, Germany, 


German Colonies, German States, 
etc. Great Britain and British 
Colonies from Aden to Jamaica, 
Iceland, Italy and Italian Colo- 
nies, Italian States, Norway, Po- 
land, and Sweden. The stamps in 
these books were all priced up as 
singles. 

In addition, two stock books 
were taken which housed only 
Air Mail sets.

They originally sold at less than $25 the complete set 
and are now in demand at about five times that price. 

The above as a preamble to our following remarks con- 
cerning the New British and Colonial Silver Wedding Stamps. 
This being a newspaper we have 
printed much adverse criticism of 
these stamps. This criticism comes 
both from American collectors who 
have been collectors of the Colonial 
issues as well as from leading col- 
tectors, dealers and even the Brit- 
ish Philatelic Societies. It is clearly 
evident that all feel that the British 
Government is taking collectors for 
a ride and that is also our opinion, 
so what can be done about it?

It is a fact however that these 
stamps have been put on sale 

GEO. LINN throughout the Empire in the 
proper manner, we have no news or information that some 
favored group has cornered them, that anyone is gypping 
collectors for a big excess profit, rather than that we have 
evidence that British Dealers are trying in every way to 
make the price they charge for the stamp as low as they pos- 
sibly can make it. 

Evidence of this fact is a paragraph in “The Philatelic 
Trader,” one of the leading British stamp journals. We take 
the liberty of printing this item so you will know that Brit- 
ish Dealers are trying to ease the burden in every possible 


manner. 
aa ’ 
Don't Be Tempted” 
“The very high face value of the forthcoming 


Colonial Silver Wedding stamps is tempting some 

dealers to offer them at a cut rate price. We have, 

in fact, heard of one dealer who has openly declared 

that he will market them at 2% per cent. over face. 

Members of the B.P.A. and P.T.S. have an agree-’ 

ment whereby current “mint Empire stamps shall 

be retailed at a minimum of 12% per cent. over face. 

and 10 per cent. for New Issue Service, and traders 

and advertisers are reminded that Harris Publica- 
tions Ltd., are in full accord with this arrangement. 

No advertisements will be accepted for the “Phila- 

telic Magazine” which do not conform with these 

principles.” 

The above should be conclusive proof that stamp dealers 
do consider the pocket books of their customers, especially 
in a case like this. 

You will note that the dealers have an agreement as 
to price. Such price fixing and price agreement would be 
unlawful here in America under our laws, but is apparently 
a legal procedure in Britain. 

Now the next step. We started out by saying, “Remember 
the British Jubilees”. 

Our own opinion on these new stamps is that they will 
be one of the best stamp investments of the year. It is of 
course a high priced set so in effect represents what the top 
or high values of any of the British Colony sets represent. 
When you get to stamps of this value the number of buyers 
ready to buy is a comparatively small number to the number 
that will buy the low pence issues. Also the dealers who 
stock stamps for future sale will not tie up much money in 
a stock of these stamps and as a result as new collectors come 
along and want these stamps, the supply will not be plenti- 
ful, it will soon be washed up and the future trading in them 
will be from broken collections and at auctions. Naturally 
they will advance rapidly in price when the small available 
supply stocked by dealers is absorbed. 

Dealers will take but a small profit on what they sell 
today and because the apparent profit is going to be small 
they will not lay in a lafge stock as profits are small and 
cost of stocking a number of sets is much more than many 
dealers can stand so the supply is going to be short provided 
the stamps are withdrawn and removed from sale and cir- 
culation as is the custom with British issues. Thus you who 
ean afford this set will find, in our opinion at least, that it 
is going to be one of the best buys you have made. 

















LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


APS Prexy Outlines 
Five Suggestions For 
Betterment Of Hobby 


On May 24, Donald F. Lybarger 
appeared before the American 
Stamp Dealers Association meet- 
ing in New York City, and spoke 
to the assembled guests under the 
title of his theme, “Philatelic Ob- 
jectives.” His remarks have more 
than ordinary significance, for in 
his capacity as president of the 
American Philatelic Society, they 
more or less indicate a plan of 
action that is or has been con- 
sidered by himself, and or mem- 
bers of the governing body of that 
group. 

Key to the thoughts that he 
presented were stated when he 
said “...Stamp Collecting  to- 
day is a big business. From the 
humblest beginning, when the 
first stamp merchant was a fellow 
who displayed his stamps in Union 
Square and had them tacked on 
a board, the selling of stamps for 
collectors has developed into a 
business international in charac- 
ter and with many ramifications.” 

With that thought established, 
Mr. Lybarger proceded to out- 
line five objectives which he 
considered eminently desirable 
from a standpoint involving the 
dealer and collector. The first 
of these had to do with the forma- 
tion of a code of ethics, and on 
this matter, Mr. Lybarger stated, 
“I believe the time has come 
when by mutual agreement of 
all right thinking philatelists we 
should endeavor to set that code 
down in writing so he who runs 
can read, It should state in simple 
language what we consider fair 
methods of dealing on the part 
of the buyer and seller. It should 
include penalties for violating of 
the code and means of enforcing 
the standard. I suggest that pub- 
licity for the violator is the 
simplest and most effective meth- 
od of enforcement. 

As to stamp auctions, Mr. Ly- 
barger noted that the good work 
of many of the reliable and ethic- 
al firms in this field were getting 
a black eye from the unbusiness- 
like methods of less scrupulous 
operators. In his comments on 
auctions, Mr. Lybarger stated the 
following: 

“One branch of the business 
which needs cleaning up is that 
of stamp auctions. It seems that 
everybody and his cousin now- 
adays runs an auction. The mere 
fact that he is licensed by the 
civil authorities is no assurance 
of reliability in the auction busi- 
ness. The charge is frequently 
made that some auctions sell pri- 
marily not ‘at the buyer’s own 
price but strictly at the price the 
seller (who frequently is the 
owner) wants to get for the lot. 
There is often grave _ suspicion 
that duplicate lots are sold at ran- 
dom. This raises the question 
whether it is ethical for a person 
conducting a stamp auction to sell 
his own personal stock in this 
manner without so informing his 
public. 

“One of the chief objections to 
the auction business is the utter 
lack of any standard of descrip- 
tion. Superlative adjectives are 
used without meaning much. 
There is therefore definite need 
for a standard of description 
which can accurately convey tg a 
mail order buyer a correct idea 
of what is being offered for sale. 
As fully as possible illustrations 
should be used; and without fail 
there should be made available 
a priced list of every sale. Doubt- 
ful lots (repaired, reperforated 
or regummed items) should be in- 
delibly marked by the seller so 
they cannot be resold by an un- 
scruplous purchaser.” 

The third point considered by 


on the matter, were reviewed by 
Mr. Lybarger. These are so well 
known to Linn’s readers that 
further comment on them should 
not be necessary. Needless to say 
the APS prexy, and the Society 
itself still will continue to con- 
demn such practices. 

Finally, Mr. Lybarger appealed 
for an organization, similar to 
one that has been-suggested by 
Linn’s an@ other progressive seg- 
ments of the hobby. 

‘Finally, I believe the time has 
come when all stamp organiza- 
tions which are general and na- 
tional in character should join 
in creating and maintaining a 
council whose purpose will be to 
unify the hobby and accomplish 
some of the objectives I have 
been mentioning. This council 
should be representative of col- 
lectors, dealers and publishers. 
It should have the means of as- 
certaining and publicizing facts. 
It should in a sense do for the 
hobby what certain - individuals 
have done in the realm of sports, 
industry and fraternal relations. 
Perhaps it should take the form 
of an annual conference of a rep- 
resentative group from the ele- 
ments mentioned and have as its 
working head an executive whose 
duty would be to carry out the 
instructions of the council. There 
are many forms which such a 
council or conference might take 
and I have no arbitrary opinion 
as to them.”

to get support from their com- 
mittees to help break all First 
Day Sale records, 

Oklahoma City has already 
pledged 100,000 First Day Covers 
and it is expected that Tulsa will 
match this figure. 

The Indian Centennial is honor- 
ing the Five Civilized Tribes of 
Indians of Oklahma for their “100 
Year March of Progress” and as 
the Settlers and Pioneers of Okla- 
homa. It was the members of the 
Five Tribes that contributed the 
46th State to the Union, and have 
given the Nation many men of 
high distinctions in arts, letters, 
government, entertainment, and 
professional fields, two of their 
members are in the Hall of Fame 
at Washington, D. C, 

President Truman signed the 
bill Tuesday, May 4th, authoriz- 
ing this stamp, which will be the 
first to honor our Great Red Men 
of America. 

The Indian Centennial Celebra- 
tion is expected to be the out- 
standing celebration of the year 
for the nation and will be held 
October 14 and 15. The Oklahoma 
Philatelic Society officials have 
announced that the organization 
will join “in efforts to break all 
First Day records,

“The stamp honoring the 100 
years of Peace between the United 
States and Canada will be issued 
on August 1,” states Edith M 
Fisher in her regular column in 
the Bergen (N. J.) Evening Rec- 
ord. She further states that while 
no Official release as to the de- 
sign has been made, that it is re- 
liably understood it will incorpor- 
ate the Seals of the two countries 
and feature the Roebling Bridge. 
The Roebling Bridge was the first 
railroad suspension bridge in the 
world, and proved to be the gui- 
nea pig for the Brooklyn Bridge 
which Roebling built later.

With all the high hopes that col- 
lectors had for a really outstand- 
ing commem in the Four Chap- 
lains stamp, the issue seems to 
have been anything but that.

This 
is not good practice. For one rea- 
son, it clutters up the post offices 
to which they are sent, and might 
be returned by the postmaster of 
the office which would involve 
double postage on the part of col- 
lectors to mail them at a later 
date. Therefore, do not send your 
covers to a first day office sooner 
than 30 days. before the actual 
day of issue,

Members of the Pentagon Phila- 
telic Society have a calculating 
eye on the future, as plans on 


and as stated in the Armed Forces 
Philatelist, official publication of 
the group. 

The 150th Anniversary cele- 
bration to be held in Washington 
in 1950 is planned to be one of the 
greatest of all times. Although 
plans have not been announced 
it is rumored that the Anniver- 
sary of the Establishment of the 
Permanent Seat of the Federal 
Government in the District of 
Columbia will be celebrated on 
a scale unequaled in the history 
of our great country. A series of 
postage stamps to commemorate 
the event has been proposed by 
the Pentagon Philatelic Society. 
The reaction to this has been 
highly favorable. Several individ- 
uals of the philatelic press, the 
Post Office Department and of 
Congress have indicated that the 
suggestion is worthy of serious 
consideration. 

Another proposal is offered 
which would be a fitting phila- 
telic climax to the 1950 exhibition. 
A National Philatelic Exhibition 
(NAPEX) to be held in Washing- 
ton in the fall of 1950 to be a 
joint APS, SPA and NFSC ex- 
hibition. The Washington Phila- 
telic Society is a chapter of APS. 
The Collectors Club of Washing- 
ton is a chapter of SPA. The Pen- 
tagon Philatelic Society with both 
other clubs are chapters of NFSC. 
Certainly with these oustanding 
organizations acting as host clubs 
a combined exhibition could be 
sponsored that would be second 
only to the great CIPEX show 
held in New York last May. With 
all Washington collectors working 
together for this exhibition and 
all or the national societies be- 
hind the affair its success would 
be more than assured. Here would 
be a chance for the national phil- 
atelic socities to pool their efforts 
into a great event. Cooperation 
has been the keynote of organized 
philately—here is the chance to 
prove it.

Cachet For Alaskan 


Railroad Anniversary 


The United States Department 
of the Interior is announcing that 
a cachet will be applied to the 
covers of collectors without cost 
on the occasion of the 25th anni- 
versary of the Alaska Railroad. 
This event is to be celebrated on 
July 15, and will honor the driv- 
ing of the first spike by President 
Warren G. Harding on July 15, 
1923, 

The following instructions must 
be carefully followed. Covers are 
to be of the standard 6% size on 
which a_ sufficient amount of 
postage to prepay the first class 
rate has been added; this is three 
cents for surface mail, and five 
cents for airmail. Collectors must 
also affix the name and address 
to which the covers are to be 
sent on each. A space approx- 
imately 3” x 3” on the left hand 
side of the cover must be al- 
lowed for the cachet. 

No money or other payment is 
to be sent with the covers since 
these will already have stamps 
affixed by the collector. Prepared 
covers are to be sent to The Alas- 
ka Railroad, Room 301, Anchor- 
age, Alaska. Airmail is advised to 
make the deadline.

AMG STAMPS FOR ITALY 


NAPLES 


by Ned Rosenberg 
1037 Kelly St., N. Y. 59, N. Y. 











As the Allied Armies marched 
up through Italy to Rome and 
Naples and liberated the peoples 
of Italy, the Allied Military Gov- 
ernment declared all previous It- 
alian stamps invalid for postage, 
but the civil population petitioned 
the AMG officials for some sub- 
stitute so that a postal system 
might be set up for the liberated 
areas. The AMG immediately 
took over all post offices and con- 
fiscated all of the stamps. The de- 
cision was that three values of 
Italian stamps be overprinted and 
sold for use to the civil popula- 
tion. The rate to be established 
being 50 centisimi, but only on 
postcard for the board of cen- 
sors was not very large and let- 
ters would cause a great deal of 
delay in the delivery of the mail. 

There was a large stock of post- 
al cards with embossed stamps of 
the 15 and 30 centisimi stamps 
and it was decided to use these 
cards in conjunction with the 
overprinted stamps or a blank 
card ‘with the 50 centisimi over- 
printed stamp. The three Italian 
stamps chosen were Scott No. 217, 
20 cent. rose red, No. 220, 35 cent 
deep blue and No. 221 50 cent. 
purple. These stamps were then 
taken to the printing firm of 
Richter in Naples who had ex- 
perience in printing’ postage 
stamps, 

The overprint was to be the 
phrase Governo Militare Alleato 
printed in three lines on the 
stamps only and not on the post- 
al cards. The colors of the over- 
prints to be blue for the 20 cent., 
carmine for the 35 cent. and car- 
mine for the 50 cent. but a new 
batch of ink had to be mixed for 
the 50 cent, after some of the 
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Silver Wedding Stamps From SWA 


‘stanipe had been overprinted and 
the color was of a marked ver- 
milion cast. 

As forgeries exist I will attempt 
to describe these stamps to aid in 
the detection: 

The Genuine Stamps: 

20 cent. rose red, heavy yellow- 
ish gum with watermark crown 
upright. 

35 cent deep blue, thin white 
paper white gum with a fine ver- 
tical ribbing in the gum and the 
watermark crown appears invert- 
ed. 

50 cent purple, yellowish gum 
smoother than the 20 cent and not 
quite as heavy, the watermark 
crown is upright. 

The Forgeries: 

20 Cent. rose red, the letters of 
the overprint appear to be thin- 
ner, the O in Governo and Allea- 
to are not uniform, the so called 
steel blue overprint on stamp 
with inverted watermark, the 
overprint is quite good but the 
G in Governo is not quite right 
at the points where the bar of 
the G crosses. 

35 cent deep blue, this is the 
most forged stamp of the lot. The 
overprint on the stamp is with 
the watermark upright and the 
overprint is slightly missaligned. 
The other overprints break 
through to the extent that they 
raise the gum on the back of the 
stamps in the shape of the let- 
ters, this occurs on both the 20 
cent. and 35 cent. stamps. 

I have not seen any of the for- 
geries of the 50 cent. 

These stamps had their first day 
of issue on December 10, 1943 and 
continued in use until consuma- 
tion of an Armistice with the rem- 
nants of the Italian Government 
in August 1944. The totals of the 
stamps overprinted including 
shade variations: 

20 cent. ...eceee.-360,000 
35 cent. .cccccccee. 10,000 
50 cent...........- 700,000 

The remaining stocks of these 
stamps were apparently left in 
the Post Offices as they have 
been seen used on letters with 
other Italian stamps after the 
date of discontinuance. The so 
called vermilion overprint on the 
35 cent stamp is in my opinion 
merely a slight shade variety ov- 
er which a great fuss has been 
made to the benefit of the dealers 
who have gotten a higher price 
for the item. The double varieties 
and others on this issue are prob- 
ably proofs and printers waste 
which fell into the hands of un- 

scrupulous persons who have dis- 

posed of this material to their 
personal advantage and did not 
destroy it as is the custom. The 
original plates used for this over- 
print have been destroyed so that 
future forgers will find it more 
difficult to dispose of their wares 
to collectors.

Q.—How can one tell the differ- 
ence between used single copies 
of Scott mumbers 727 and 752, 
also unused singles and blocks. 
—Gilbert Henoch. 

A—Number 727 was the original 
issue, fully gummed and sold 
through postoffices. _ No. 752 
is the Farley reissue, issued on- 
ly ungummed but in sheets of 
400 stamps so that it is pos- 
sible to get gutter pairs or 
blocks which are definitely 
Number 752, also center blocks 
with cross gutter. Thus these 


gutter or center line blocks are yet 


the only stamps from _ these 
numbers which can be _ abso- 
lutely and certainly classified 


for exactly what they are,li¢ 


stamps of number 752. This ap- 
plies whether canceled or un- 
canceled. Any and all other 
stamps from either sheet eith- 
er used or unused, canceled or 
uncanceled could be from eith- 
er sheets of number 727 or 752. 
In event someone could per- 
fectly gum the ungummed 752 
they could thus imitate 727 but 
that is hardly likely, so it is 
presumable that gummed 
copies are 727 and ungiimmed 
copies are usually accepted as 
752. In the case of canceled 
stamps they can not be told 
except as stated above where 
gutter or center blocks can be 
definitely classified. as 752. 

Q.—I have been trying to find a 
way of learning the quantity of 
stamps printed before the num- 
ber is listed in the new catalo- 
gue each year. Would it be 
possible for you to aid me in 
this matter?—Paul V. Dunn. 

A.—When a commemorative is 
issued the Goverment an- 
nounces that so many are being 
printed. In some instances cer- 
tain stamps meet with such 
popular public demand through- 
out the nation as a whole or in 
some particular community, 
that a further printing may be 
made thus upsetting the orig- 
inal figure as announced. How- 

- ever, the final numbers as an- 
nounced during the period of 
issue or use of the stamp are 
seldom the proper or correct 
number for the stamps _ are 
placed on sale at the Agency 
and are available there for 
some time after they have 
ceased* to be issued from the 
Department at Washington and 
in the event all stamps in the 
agency are not sold, then when 
final figures are announced, the 
number on hand at the agency 
which may be withdrawn from 
sale and destroyed is deducted 
from the original figures. If you 
will note the list of stamps is- 
sued in the catalogue you will 
find an ( * ) before the later 
numbers. ‘This indicates that 
the exact figure is not yet 
known on these stamps and it 
is most probable that the exact 
number will be something less 
than the number in the cata- 
logue. 

Thus it should be apparent 
to anyone that definite in- 
formation on the quantity of 
any stamps can not be learned 
until some months after the is- 
sue of thé stamps.

drawers of bureaus or cabinets 
where mint sheets are kept, so as 
to act as a repellent to silverfish 
will the chemicals, in the moth 
balls have a destructive effect on 
the stamps?—W. L. Newton. 

A—The above is the gist of a 
question from Mr. W. L. Newton 
of Bethesda, Md. It opens up a 
new angle as we have never be- 
fore heard of the use of moth balls 
for the protection of stamps. We 
have heard of the _ destructive 
activities of silverfish, so called. 
We find Webster’s describes “silv- 
erfish” as beiag a white variety of 
the gold-fish. We know gold fish 
swim in water and also know that 
the white gold fish would swim 
in water, so we conclude that the 
silverfish which Mr. Newton re- 
fers to are to minute flat bugs or 
insects that are frequently found 
in scrap paper; they seem to be 
able to glide through the most 
minute cracks and infest old 
blocks and heaps of paper. We do 
believe these insects eat gum from 
stamps and it has been one of the 
reasons why we have at times ad- 
vocated the removal of gum from 
stamps, but this project has not 
become a common practice. 
Whether moth balls will injure 
stamps is a question we can not 
answer. If we have a good chem- 

ist who is a reader and can sup- 
ply an answer we might or might 
not have found a guard against 
the silverfish that Mr. Newton 
asks about. 


More Values For 
Sokol Congress Issue 


Czechoslovakia has issued four 
additional values to complement 
those released on March 7 to 
commemorate the Sokol Congress. 
The new stamps had their first 
day of issue on June 10, and are 
of two different designs. Each of 
the designs carries the portrait 
of a prominent Sokol leader, Dr. 
Jindra Vanicek on one, and Dr. 
Joseph Scheiner on the other. 














Values of the $et are distribut- 
ed as follows: 1 Kes. green (Van- 
icek.; 1.50 Kes. brown (Scheiner);

Spokesman for the Americans 
on the Islands was Col. John Rey- 
bold, of Wilmington, Del., and the 
15th Cavalry, and the liberated 
Yanks showered him with praise 
when they were free... 

Colonel Reybold, who was cap- 
tured near Brest before the Am- 
erican outfits moved up to con- 
tain the Brittany pockets that 
the German High Command di- 
rected from the Islands, began 
writing Lt. Gen. Wilhelm Wulf 
“We Demand” letters as soon as 
he arrived on the Island. He 
signed them all “Eisenhower’s 
Representative on the Channel 
Islands”, 

At first the prisoners, as a re- 
sult of the German’s disregard 
of International. Law, were held 
in the old fort dungeon; they 
lived on a diet of beet and horse- 
head soup, the same horsehead 
being used for weeks. But even- 
tually the men were moved out 
of the dungeon, and conditions 
improved somewhat due to the 
Colonel’s continual quoting of the 
Geneva Convention decisions on 
Treatment of Prisoners. 

The Germans, having wearied 
of their continual wrangles with 
Col. Reybold, had, with a comic 
opera touch, begun drafting Court 
Martial charges against him as 
the Allied armies hammered a- 
gainst the last remnants of Hit- 
ler’s forces on the Continent. The 
charge was that he had called 
Nazi big-wigs on the Islands 
“liars”. The Colonel admits it. 

His last act on the Island—af- 
ter V-E-Day—was to point out 
to Island officials that the Alger- 
ian PW’s enjoyed the same status 
as Allied PW’s and, regardless 
of what the officials thought a- 
bout their color, they were to be 
set free. They were. 

Unlike other places they oc- 
cupied, the Germans did not dis- 
turb the existing Governments in 
the Islands but administered 
through them and around them.. 
On V-E-Day the homes of some 
prominent collaborators were 
splashed with tar, women were 
stripped and their heads shaven. 
The “Jerry bags’, as the Island- 
ers called the women who took 
up with the Germans, aroused 
some excitement in the British 
press, and one London paper 
published a report that there 
were over a thousand German 
babies on the Islands... 

The Germans, with their swank 
dinner receptions at the best ho- 
tels in the early days and their 
Gestapo interrogation room, 
brought all the reality of Hitler’s 
new way of life to a people who 
had once been told that they were 
self-sufficient in their isolation. 
The Nazis corrupted a small 
percentage of the Islands, but the 
majority of them, brought to 
grips with Nazism, fought it as 
best they could. It was difficult 
for the diverse resistance group- 
lets to work together, but to- 
wards the end of the occmpation, 
the anti-Nazi league was gajning 
strength.

What might be termed the 
in a long while is the one of twelve values released by Italy on 
May 3 in commemoration of the various battles in the wars for 
Independence of 100 years ago. Each stamp except the highest 
value depicts some form of conflict between rival armies and fac- 
tions, with a fair amount.of cavalry and infantry charges, street 


fighting, hand to hand combat and 
fine work with rifles and bayonets 
depicted. Most of the scenes 
depicted occurred about the year 


1848 and are reproduced from 
paintings and etchings of that 
period. The values and the de- 


signs of the stamps are as fol- 
lows. 

The first stamp, a 3 lire brown, 
is dedicated to the Sicilian Revo- 
lution, which was the first in 
Europe. It is the unique case in 
which the date of a revolution 
has been previously fixed in a 
pamphlet. In a pamphlet printed 
some days before, a young revolu- 
tionist called the Sicilians to the 
fight just on the Kink’s (Ferdi- 
nand II) Birthday, January 12. 
The Sicilian Revolution had as its 
purpose the restoration of the 
Constitution of 1812 and the proc- 
lamation of the Independence of 
Sicily from the continental King- 
dom, to which Sicily was feder- 
ated. 

The 4 lire stamp, purple, is dedi- 
cated to the Rebellion at Padua. 
This rebellion was led by the 
students of the well-known Uni- 
versity (the most important 
“Studium” of the Venetian coun- 
try at the time of the Republic 
of Venice), who saw the Austrian 
soldiers and policemen invade 
the Varsity Building, in violation 
of their old rights. On this oc- 
casion the invaders were chased 
from the University (February 
8th 1848) 

The 5 lire, blue, 
granting of the ‘Statuto” (Consti- 
tution) in Riedmont and the pop- 
ular fetes. The Constitution was 
announced on Feb. 8th and grant- 
ed on March 4th. The fundament- 
al Law of Piedmont was after the 
fundamental Law of the United 


Italy. 
The 6 lire, green, celebrated 
the 5 Days of Fight at Milan 


(March 18th-22nd) in which the 
citizens won from 16,000 Austrian 
soldiers and chased them out of 
the town. One of the most im- 
portant fights was made for the 
possession of “Porta Tosa”, in 
order to have the possibility of 
getting new forces and foods from 
the countryside. The occupation 
of this gate was the signal for 
the retreat of the Austrian troops, 
who fied in the night. 

While in Milan the fight was 
bloody, in Venice the Restoration 
of the Old Venetion Republic was

On May 29th at Curtatone and 
Montanara, near Mantua, the 10,- 
000 Italians were defeated after 
a whole day of struggle, when all 
ammunitions were consumed.

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Notes From A 
German Collector

According to a recent news? 
broadcast over station “Sende- 
gruppe Graz”, there are about 
60 stamp clubs in Denmark, 30 
of which hold forth in the capital 
of Copenhagen alone. 


The first auction sale of stamps 
took place in London on March 
18, 1872. A total of 275 lots were 
offered of which the one bring- 
ing the highest bid was a Hawaii 
stamp of 1851. It was a bid at 6£, 
10/. The newspapers of that day 
made much of the fact that any- 
one would pay that amount for 
a postage stamp. 





Possibly the only stamp about 
which a book of any size has 
been written is the Penny Black, 
the world and England’s No. 1 
A total of eleven plates were 
used for the printing, each plate 
of which carried 240 subjects. The 
combination of the corner letters 
was intended to make forging 
more difficult, which it did, but 
it also spurred collectors of that 
day to a specialized study of the 
issue. The book spoken about, 
pictures all 2880 varieties, and 
notes that the first plate was cor- 
rected thereby supplying twice 
as many varieties from its sur- 
face, 





Most collectors of German 
stamps know that the first issue 
of Hamburg of the Old Germany 
group were issued imperforate in 
1859. In 1864 these same stamps 
were issued perforated. Due to 
the fact that the stamps of the 
imperf sheets were printed close- 
ly together, when one has a sin- 
gle only, he is not sure of the 
stamp since it might be a trim- 
med perforated one. The Imperf 
variety is the more valuable one. 
This is one of the easier stunts 
of the Old World tamperers., 


The stamps of Hanover, of Old 
Germany, are distinguishable by 
the fact that the earlier one had 
an experimental red dye added 
to the gum, and that the gum was 
not easily removed. Even the 





~jused stamps bear traces of it. 


The second issue came with white 
gum only. 





What does a properly cancelled 
stamp look like? 

A stamp-is considered to have 
a desirable cancel if the design 
of the stamp is not smeared with 
the cancelling ink, and if the 
wording on the stamp and of the 
postmark can be read clearly. 
Frayed or smeary margins on the 
postmark aren’t desirable either.

The reason that governments 
produce stamps with a lot of fine 
workmanship is to combat for- 
gers. Some of the means used by 
the engravers as protection of 
the design are: 

1. Use of very small figures 
and letters. 

2. Employing guilloches. These 
are artistic and complicated en- 
tanglements of combinations of 
lines on _ surrounded ground. 
European opinion on the matter 
has it that the finest of these were 
produced by the Government 
Printing House for Securities at 


.St. Petersburg, Russia. 


3. Ample adorning with arabe-

It can easily be understood that 
with the introduction of the 
postage stamp, the greatest artists 
of the day were employed to de- 
sign and engrave the plates, 
which was intended to eliminate 
forgery. As a consequence, nearly 
all the stamps of the so-called 
“Classic” issues are minor works 
of art and will prove so to the 
collector who will study these 
stamps with a good magnifying 
glass, 


The first recorded meeting of 
stamp collectors in Germany is 
said to have occurred at Mainz 
on August 18, 1889. 


Collectors the world over have 
been following the trial of the 
well known Sperati. Those of the 
stamp fraternity are hurling the 
charge of forger at him, while 
he himself claims that he is an 
outstanding artist. This all comes 
about over the fact that Sperati 
has produced reproductions of 
many of the rare stamps good 
enough to fool the expert experts. 
They say that he does it as for- 
gery for the good money in it, he 
claims that he does it for arts 
sake, and to make the experts 
look silly. Just on the face of it, 
Sperati seems to have stalled the 
prosecution. 





This man is probably the best 
“artist” in the reproduction of 
rare stamps that the world has 
seen to date. For not only does 
he reproduce the design, but the 
paper and the watermark also 
so that they are not detectable 
even with the aid of modern 
scanning and testing devices. If 
the genuine and the _ forged 
stamps can’t be told apart by any 
means, what difference to a col- 
lector should it make? 


The first post office was es- 
tablished in Berlin in 1613, and 
while there was no selling of 
stamps, those hadn’t been invent- 
ed yet, it was a place for the ex- 
change and the forwarding of 
mail. It was first located in 
Bluecher St. at No. 4, later mov- 
ing to No. 1 Post St. in 1685.

All entries 
were in competition on an open 
basis, which pitted each one 
against all the others, rather than 
among the frames in a certain 
classification. 

First award winners on this 
basis were Elmer Lohr, Swante 
Moller, James Dolan, Miss Len- 
ora M. Gross, Miss Amelia Kates, 
Roy Hill and Ernest Theys. 

The club still has a few seals 
and cachets remaining from the 
show which are available to in- 
terested collectors.

J. A. Trotter & Bro. In turn, the 
Department wrote the firm; and 
each letter would -2ceive a cour- 
teous reply from Albert. 

“This kept on for more than 
two months. Finally the Post- 
master at Clarksburg lost all pa- 
ti_nce. He wrote the Department 
a comprehensive letter, setting 
forth in detail the serious rupture 
of schedules. He said that he had 
taken the matter up with the two 
brothers personally, but that all 
he had been able to obtain from 
them was promises. 

“It was a very strongly worded 
letter. The Postoffice Department 
felt that the time for courteous 
and polite correspondence had 
co...2 to an end, and that strong- 
er methods must now be em- 
ployed. 

“So a letter was composed and 
sent to J. A. Trotter & Bro. The 
letter called attention to the fail- 
ure of the company to maintain 
schedules which had been agreed 
upon. It intimated that such a 
breach of contract might termin- 
ate in serious consequences for 
those involved. It said that citi- 
zens of the United States were 
entitled to get their mail on time, 
and that unless J. A. Trotter & 
Bro. were in a position to do 
this, their contract would be res- 
cinded. 

“This communication was de- 
cidedly emphatic to say the least. 
When Albert read it, he worried 
it considerably. He re- 
frained from replying to the letter 
for several days.

STILL DWINDLING 

Slowly but surely the number 
of users of precancels are dimin- 
ishing. A close watch on the in- 
coming parcel post of a_ large 
manufacturing concern shows that 
few if any-.packages carry pre- 
cancels. Each mail that arrives 
has from thirty to forty packages 
of various sizes from all over the 
U. S. and now it is seldom that 
any precancels are on _ them. 
About three-fourths are meters 
and the balance are regular can- 
celled postage. One consolation is 
that the circular mailing and that 
of catalogs efc. where a number 
of identical pieces are mailed still 
carry about the same percentage 
of Precancels, Reports from Paper 
mills and waste paper baling con- 
cerns bear out the observation on 
the package mail, as salvaging of 
stamps from that source is off at 
least 90 per c.nt from ten years 
ago. Just what this will lead to 
any one can guess, but as one old 
timer, put it, there are enou 
precancels around to last for

POUNTS & DOLLARS. Much has 
been written about the so 
called “Black Market” in 
pounds anc the resulting chaos 
among dealers and collectors of 
British Empire stamps. It is 
really a smuggling racket rath- 
er than a black market. 

It is reported that pound 
notes in the American 
market have reached a new low 
price of $1.80 per pound, which 
may have been caused by the 
E. R. P. announcement that it 
will insist on currency devalua- 
tion where they deem neces- 
sary, before any country can 
qualify for Marshall Plan aid. 
This may force the devaluation 
of the pound in England, but 
it may not effect the various 
colonies. However it may re- 
sult in many colcnies breaking 
away from the Sterling area 
and some time ago it was an- 
nounced that the West Indian 
colonies would soon change 
from Pounds and Shillings to 
doHars and cents. This an- 
nouncement may have been in 
anticipation of the eventual ne- 
cessity of the devaluation of 
the English pound. What affect 
this will have on the British 
Empire is problematical, and 
it may be that this is at least 
one of the reasons for the 
pegged price of over $4.00 per 
pound. If devaluation comes 
and as a result many colonies 
break away from the sterling 
area, it should. improve con- 
ditions for the stamps of these 
colonies. 

Right now, these cheap pound 
notes are bought in this coun- 
try, and directly or indirectly 
are used to buy current stamps 
which do reach this country 
and are sold here below face, 
with substantial profits to the 
insiders. 

ROYAL WEDDING SETS. Col- 
lectors and dealers in London 
have been expressing their dis- 
approval of the issuance of so 
many high value stamps and 
the American philatelic press 
have certainly condemned the 
same as a racket to get Ameri- 
can dollars. A large majority 
of American collectors simply 
cannot afford to buy all of these 
high value sets. A New York 
dealer who specializes in new 
issue service stated that he has 
received numerous’ requests 
from regular customers NOT 
TO SEND the high values of 
these sets. Most of the dealers 
both here and abroad cannot 
and will not tie up the cash 
necessary to buy and hold any 
substantial supply of these high 
value items which will prob- 
ably curtail the numbers issued. 
As to the future of these stamps 
it is the writer’s personal opin- 
ion (I may be 100% wrong) 
that these high value Royal 
wedding stamps will eventually 
be known as the outstanding 
buy of 1948. 

SOUTHERN RHODESIA. This is 
the first colony to announce 
that it WILL NOT issue Royal 
Wedding stamps. This may be 
in the nature of a protest, as 
Southern Rhodesia did issue 
stamps for the Silver Jubilee, 
the Coronation and also a 
Peace set.
